SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfall.—The pattern of abnormally low rainfall persisted throughout April, 1962, the only exceptions being 
in a few places in the Derwent and South-East where aggregates of 23 to 33 inches were above average. 


Upper Scamander with 47 points was the State’s driest area, the bulk of the North-West and North-East 
received under one inch while the Central North recorded falls just over the inch. Most of the Midlands, 
Derwent, South-East and Central Plateau recorded 1% to 2% inches while West Coast falls approached 5 inches. 


Rain was general on the 8rd, 4th, 28th and 29th while the second and third weeks of the month were unre- 
lieved by worthwhile rain except on the West Coast and in parts of the South-East. 


Hobart lifted restrictions on 30th April, thus ending the longest restriction period ever experienced in the 
city. 

Temperature.—The pattern of above average mean day temperatures persisted in all areas except King Island 
and a few places on the Central Plateau. Departures from normal of +3° were recorded for the month. 


Warmest areas were the Central North, North-East and Flinders Island with mean maxima in excess of 
65°F. Warmest days were the 8rd, 22nd, 23rd and the period 25th to 27th with some readings exceeding 80° 
at South Eastern stations on the 26th. (Coldest days were the 4th, 9th, 29th and 30th. 


Mean night temperatures varied above or below normal by 1° for the month with —42° as the greatest 
departure. 


Frosts, &c.—In the highlands, frosts occurred on all mornings except the 3rd, 4th, 12th and the period 25th 
to the 29th. Light hail was reported from the South-East on the 8rd. On the 4th, snow settled as low as 
3000 feet at places on the Central Plateau; lighter falls were recorded on the 9th, 15th and 28th. 

Crops and Water Supplies.—In the Huon and Tamar Valleys, the fruit harvest continued under ideal con- 
ditions. The outlook in the lower Midlands and Derwent Valley was much brighter but further rains were 
needed to produce useful autumn growth. The East Coast round Swansea needed several inches to give even 
reasonable winter prospects.
